Confident in the belief that Han 
Mateo county has one big opportunity 
staring it in the face in the efforts be¬ 
ing made to secure lower transporta¬ 
tion rates, the board of governors 
of the Han Mateo County Development 
Association determined at their meet¬ 
ing at Han Mateo on Tuesday night to 
force that advantage. 

It will be done by carrying on a 
campaign for the passage of three 
amendments to the state constitution 
among the people of the county and 
members of Q'.e association, every 
booster being expected to start an end¬ 
less chain among his friends for the 
passage of assembly amendments 6 
and 50 and senate amendments 47 
which will come up for adoption be¬ 
fore the people of the state at the 
special election that will be held on 
October 10th. These amendments will 
enlarge the powers of the railroad 
commission and will offer an oppor¬ 
tunity, not only to Han Mateo county, 
but to the state at large, to escape from 
the burden of dominating railroad in¬ 
fluence which has borne down on 
them so heavily for years past. As 
Han Mateo county is vitally interested 
in this matter, it is believed that the 
voters of this section will roll up a 
handsome majority for the adoption 
of amen Intents mentioned. 

The next booster meeiing of the as¬ 
sociation will be held at Half Moon 
Hay on the evening of October 7th. 
Word received already from the coast 
side is to the effect that the people of 
that section are going to turn out en 
masse and it is expected that the 
meeting w ill be one of the best attend¬ 
ed that the boosters have yet held in 
their campaign of awakement through¬ 
out the county. That this same cam¬ 
paign is being noticed throughout the 
state was evidenced in a practical 
way at the governors’ meeting when 
one of the members of theexecutiVe 
committee reported that a prominent 
clubman, who is a resident of Han 
Mateo, had told him that the associa¬ 
tion was doing such good work that 
he was going to double his monthly 
subscription. 

The battle for lower transportation 
rates has been placed by the associa¬ 
tion in the hands of Heth Mann, the 
prominent traffic attorney of Han 
Francisco, with orders to press the 
same and with the united support of 
the county there can be but one end¬ 
ing of the fight against the discrimina¬ 
tory charges of the Southern Pacific 
and that is victory for the boosters. 

A proposition advanced by W. G. 
Sawi.i of Lomita Park for the placing 
of a statue entitled “Commerce Civi¬ 
lizing the World” received ttie endorse¬ 
ment of the board of governors. Mr. 
Hawiu proposes that the statue be 
erected near the Golden Gate previous 
to the exposition, the idea being that 
it serve as a companion piece to that 
in New York harbor. 

Following are the resolutions adopt¬ 
ed by the board of governors: 

Whereas, liie completion of the 
greattst modern industrial work of 
mankind—The Panama Canal—is to 


be celebrated in the city of Han Fran¬ 
cisco in the year 1915; and 

Whereas, such celebration will 
mark the opening of new trade routes 
throughout the world that will be¬ 
come more important as the years 
pass; and, 

Whereas, it were fitting that the 
opening of the Panama Canal be 
commemorated by an emblem to com¬ 
merce, the advantage to which lias led 
to its construction, And that this be 
erected near the place where such 
celebration is to be held; and, 

Whereas, it is generally conceded 
that commerce precedes and intro¬ 
duces greater civilization, tending to 
promote peace, goodwill, comfort and 
! happiness among all mankind; and, 

Whereas, the greatest port on the 
Atlantic, (New York) has perpetuat¬ 
ed at its gates a great national ideal, 
“Liberty Enlightening the World”, 
an ideal of which every American 
should be proud: 

He it therefore resolved, that the 
board of governors of the Han Mateo 
County Development Association, in 
! regular meeting assembled, earnestly 
recommends that a colossal statue be 
erected on the most prominent port on 
the Pacific, the same to be known as 
“Commerce Civilizing the World”, 
and to be a companion piece to that in 
New York harbor, “Liberty Enliglit- 
! ening the World”, and be it further 

Resolved, that this resolution be 
spread upon the minutes of this meel- 
: ing and tfiat copies be sent to the 
directors of the Panama-Pacific Ex¬ 
position and to the press. 

The following synopsis of amend¬ 
ments regulating railroad and other 
public utility corporations has been 
prepared by the association: 

Three amendments to the state con¬ 
stitution, assembly amendments 6 and 
50 and senate amendment 47 will come 
up for adoption at the special election 
held Tuesday October 10th; of special 
interest to the people of this county, 

I enlarging as they do the powers and 
scope of the railroad commission and 
offering further opportunity for a 
1 winning light on the part of this 
' county for lower passenger transpor¬ 
tation rates. 

The main changes contemplated by 
these amendments follow: 

| Assembly amendment 6.—The rail¬ 
road commission is to be increased from 
I three to five members, being appoint- 
| ed by the governor for six-year terms, 
expiring at different intervals instead 
of being elected for four-year term:* 
from the present districts. Existing 
doubts as to the right of the legislature 
to confer additional powers on the 
commission are removed and the in¬ 
crease in its members will enable il to 
properly handle its rapidly increasing 
business. Technical skill is needful 
in this office and experience has shown 
in Wisconsin and New York that the 
best results are obtained from the ap¬ 
pointive system. Increased efficiency 
on the part of the railroad commission 
will follow the passage of this amend¬ 
ment.

III BRIEF FORM 


The general nature of the proposed 
constitutional amendments to be vot¬ 
ed upon at the special election in Cali¬ 
fornia on October 10th numbered in 
the order of their appearance on the 
official ballot, may here be briefly in¬ 
dicated as follows: 

I. Giving the legislature power to 
provide for state inspection of mer¬ 
chandise, weights and measures. 

-• Allowing counties to adopt a 
charter for self-government, in the in¬ 
terests of simplicity aud economy. 

8. Providing for a recess of thirty 
days alter the legislation shall have 
been in session one month, the object 
being to afford time for examination 
and consideration of bills. 

4. Giving women the right to vote 
equally with ifien. 

5. Giving logging railroads the pri¬ 
vilege of eminent domain for rights of 
way and other purposes; making them 
common carriers and placing them 
under the jurisdiction of the state 
railroad commission. 

8. Allowing cities to amend their 
chartersoflener than once in two; ears; 
facilitating and cheapening the adopt¬ 
ing of charters, and allowing a borough 
system of government in cities of the 
fi rst class. 

T. Securing to the people the inilia 
live and referendum, thus giving them 
power to enact laws directly and to 
annul any act of the legislature. 

N. Giving the people the recall—the 
light to remove any elective officer, 
judiciary included, by a majority 
vote. 

9. Providing that no judgment 
shall be set aside, or new trial grant¬ 
ed, in any criminal case, on the ground 
of misdirection of the jury or improper 
admission or exclusion of evidence, or 
lor error in pleading or procedure, un¬ 
less, after examination of the entire 
cause, including the evidence, the 
court shall be of opinion that, the er¬ 
ror complained of lias resulted in a 
miscarriage of justice. 

10. Allowing the legislature to 
pass laws creating and enforcing 
liability ol employers for compensa¬ 
ting employes for injuries incurred in 
their employment, irrespective of 
fault of either party, and for arbitra¬ 
tion and for an industrial accident 
board. This is simply permissive— 
not mandatory. 

II. Allowing the legislature to ex¬ 
tend tenure of office in the civil ser- 
v ice of the state beyond the present 
period of four years; to abolish the 
“spoil system,” and substitute the 
‘‘merit system.” 

12. Authorizing the legislature to! 
enlarge the powers of the railroad 
commission so as to extend its regula-' 
lions of charges and rates to all pub¬ 
lic utility corporations, such as the 
telephone, lighl, heat, water, power, ' 
etc. 

13. Providing for the recall in con¬ 
solidated city and county govern¬ 
ments. (Affects Han Francisco.) 

14. Giving municipalities greater 
control over the use of streets by gas, 
water, electric lighting and other com¬ 
panies. 

15. Providing that state school books 
shall continue in use not less than four j 
years after adoption, ‘‘without change | 


so as to obtain greater efficiency and 
lesson the cost of litigation and aiso 
the number of appeals. 

19. Giving the railroad commis¬ 
sioners and their employes, and also 
peace officers, right of free transporta¬ 
tion, thus saving a large presenl’ex- 
pense to the state. 

-<>. Providing that the clerk of the 
superior court shall be appointed by 
the justices instead of elected by pop¬ 
ular vote. 

21. Including the judges of the dis¬ 
trict court of appeal among the judges 
now subject to impeachment by the 
egislature. (This is distinct from the 
recall amendment.) 

22. Exempting from taxation pro¬ 
perly to the amount of $1000 of resi¬ 
dents who have served in the army, 
navy, etc., of the United (States in 
time of war, and of the widows, etc., 
of such persons. 

28. Providing that no railroad shall 
raise any rate except upon a showing 
before the railroad commission that 
such increase is justified, nor without 
consent of the commission, in any 
case; the judgment of the commission 
not to be subject to review by the 
courts save upon the question whether 
it is confiscatory. Also adopting the 
“long and short haul” provision of 
the interstate commerce act, so as to 
enable the state commission to correct 
abuses by the railroad against inter¬ 
mediate shipping points. Also enabl¬ 
ing the state commission to compel 
a railroad to make reparation to ship¬ 
pers for discriminatory or excessive 
rates. 



A census of London paupers indi¬ 
cates that the number has been under¬ 
estimated, and it amounts to forty- 
eight for every 1000 inhabitants. 

Nine persons were killed and forty 
injured seriously when the gallery of 
a theater in Lisbon, Portugal, col¬ 
lapsed. There were more than 1000 
persons in the gallery, and it was 
overcrowded. 

Germany, while leading the world 
In science, is lagging far behind Amer¬ 
ica in the field of invention, is the 
conclusion of Thomas Alva Edison as 
the result of a long motor tour through 
the empire. 

General order is Bung maintained 
throughout Spain. The number of 
strikers is diminishing and the general 
strike appears to have failed. Premier 
Canalejas announced to the press that 
“the strike is over everywhere.” 

Foreigners have not been attacked 
in the disturbed province of Szechuan 
The leaders of the agitation against 
the Chinese Government’s policy of 
building railroads with foreign capital 
evidently have instructed their follow¬ 
ers not to molest foreigners. 

Travelers through Switzerland by 
automobile this summer complain 
more than ever of the treatment re¬ 
ceived at the hands of hotel proprie¬ 
tors and peasants alike. There has 
been an unprecedented rush of travel¬ 
ers to the playground of Europe and 
therefore extortionate charges have 
been everywhere more prevalent. 

A picture, which was understood to 
have been painted by Jamieson, was 
offered at auction at Edinburgh. The 
bidding started at $5. An expert from 
Glasgow rushed the price up to $1824, 
at which figure he bought it. It is said 
the painting is Titian’s “King Charles 
of Spain.” The purchaser has offered 
to sell it to the Spanish Government 
for $336,000. 

The dreadnought Courtbet, launched 
a lew days ago at Lorient, France, is 
the second of the six battleships pro¬ 
jected in 1910 to take the water. The 
Courtbet has a displacement of about 
23,000 tons. Her armament will be 
similar to that of the Jean Bart, con¬ 
sisting of twelve 12-inch guns and 
twenty-four 5.6-inch guns. She will 
cost $12,400,000. 


APPLE TO BE KING 
AT VVATSONVILtE 

Preparations Going Forward for 
Great Exhibit Next Month 

That the California apple show to 
»e held in Watsonville, October 9-14, 
Is going to be one of the greatest dis¬ 
plays of fruit ever seen in the United 
States is manifested by the fact that 
the increased demand for space has 
resulted in the addition of a mam¬ 
moth tent, which, with the pavilion 
erected last year, gives a floor space 
almost equaling Madison Square Gar¬ 
den in New York. Last year there 
were 3,255,283 apples shown, but the 
prospects thus far disclose a probable 
exhibit of more than 4,000,000. Appli¬ 
cations for entries are being received 
from all over the State. 

While last year the feature exhibits 
were numerous and attractive, this 
year’s record promises to excel that 
of 1910 in this respect. A feature of 
this year’s show is the securing of a 
large number of concessions for “The 
Midway.” Great care has been taken 
to procure none but those which may 
be viewed with perfect confidence by 
young and old alike, and at the same 
time furnish additional entertainment 
to those who attend. During the week 
the carnival spirit will hold sway, and 
the evenings will be a delight to every 
visitor. 

Last year 30,000 people, many of 
them from Eastern States and foreign 
lands, attended. But last year it 
rained for three days of the week. 
This year it is proposed to hold the 
sho\y in advance of the period of rain, 
and it is confidently expected there 
will be upward of 50,000 visitors. 
Excursion rates from all parts of the 
State will prevail on all roads.

SALE OF SCHOOL BONDS. 


35,000 RAILROAD 
MEN MAY STRIKE 


Kruttschnitt Flatly Refuses to 
Deal Witii Federation 


A strike on all the Harriman lines. 
Involving more than 35,000 shopmen, 
Is inevitable, according to the five 
presidents of the international unions 
to which most of the men belong. 

The calling of the strike awaits only 
the word from the officials, who have 
not yet agreed upon the hour. Ac¬ 
cording to these officials, the contem¬ 
plated struggle will determine to a 
great extent the future attitude of all 
railroads in their dealings with em¬ 
ployes. 

The shopmen will strike, they say, 
not simply because of dissatisfaction 
with wages or conditions of labor, 
but mainly to establish the newly or¬ 
ganized federation of shop employes 
as a means of negotiating disputes 
between employers and employes. 
The railroads refuse to recognize the 
federation because, officials say, .it 
v-ould mean placing all operating af¬ 
fairs in the hands of the federation 
artl would turn railroad management 
into chaos.

j Charges for transportation of freight 
or passenger rates must, by this 
amendment, tirst be justified by a 
showing before the railroad commis¬ 
sion and their verdict as to the increase 
'j will nor, be reviewable by any court 
j except on the question of whether the 
same is confiscatory. Xo discrimina¬ 
tion in charges for transportation of 
the same classes of freight or passen¬ 
ger shall be made or shall tlie aggre¬ 
gate charge over a short distance be 
greater than for a longer. By this 
amendment, the railroad commission 
I will be enabled to also correct abuses 
in the discrimination against interme¬ 
diate shipping points. It adds further 
to the efficiency of possible rate legisla¬ 
tion by removing the probability of 
decisions which delay or nullify 'the 
j work of the commission. 

Senate amendment 47—Every indi¬ 
vidual or corporation operating what 

is called a public utility will be under 
the control of the railroad commission 
' which will have powers of supervision 
and regulation. Intelligent supervi¬ 
sion over all public service corpora¬ 
tions of the state will become more 
possible. State supervision has met 
with success elsewhere, and should 
here where conditions are similar. It 
I is provided, however, that cities liav- 
| mg the power of supervision may re¬ 
tain same if they so desire or place 
themselves under the state control of , 
an efficient, systematized, cohesive 
central body that would be formed by 
the passage of these amendments. 

These amendments are framed to 
remedy the hindrances and doubts 
which have heretofore tended to de¬ 
stroy the value of the railroad com¬ 
mission. We ask that you study them 
work and vote for them. They mean 
much to you.
